1990 SEASON OUTLOOK 


When Concordia University opened the 1989 Ontario-Quebec Interuniversity Football Conference season 
against Queen's Sunday, Sept. 16th they were looking to improve upon their 1989 record. 


Head Coach Pat Sheahan directed the Stingers to third place in the O-QIFC, ending a three year playoff 
drought. Although Concordia lost to the nationally- ranked Ottawa Gee-Gees in the firstround of the playoffs, coach 
Sheahan feels that the loss was a necessary step in the development of a national contender. 


"For the majority of our players, the Ottawa game represented their first playoff experience", Sheahan stated. 
"We had a taste of success last year, hopefully it has made us hungry for more in 1990." 


With a good blend of veterans and promising newcomers on this year's roster, Sheahan feels that the time has 
come for the Stingers to pose a serious challenge for the O-QIFC championship and a berth in the Vanier Cup. "The 
key to success at this level is to avoid mistakes and stay healthy", Sheahan said. "I strongly believe that we have 
the necessary ingredients to win this year - a well-balanced offense, an experienced defense and an outstanding 
coaching staff." 


Fourth-year quarterback Ron Aboud will be responsible for directing the potent Stinger attack. Aboud's lead- 
ership and versatility (1058 yds. passing, 116 yds. rushing) will be a major factor in the Stinger's drive for a league 
title. Aboud will be backed up by Francois Trudel, a second-year player from Marie-Victorin, who has impressed 
the coaching staff. Paul Vajda, returning after a year off, is a pre-season CIAU All-Canadian. The 6'2", 265 Ib. guard 
was voted the league's outstanding offensive lineman in 1988. All-Star J.F.Héroux returns to lead a talented crop 
of running backs. Héroux dazzled opponents last year as he averaged an incredible 7.9 yds. per carry and 15.1 yds. 
per reception. He was named winner of the Alouette Alumni Trophy presented to Quebec's top university player. 
Sheahan expects a solid performance from Nigel Smith who is entering his second year at fullback after switching 
from slotback. Paul Quick, who showed promise as a rookie last year, joins newcomers Robert Pinazza and Dio 
Mastrodomenico (Vanier College) and David Glube (Ottawa) who will add depth to the backfield. Veterans Mike 
Noble (17 receptions, 293 yds., 1 TD), Hubert Marsolais (10- 124-1), John Colatosti (8-112-0) and Héroux will be 
pushed by rookies Jean-Frangois Joyal (CEGEP Marie-Victorin), Ron Miller (Ottawa) and Andy Peterkin 
(Chateauguay Raiders) to provide Aboud with a strong camp of sure-handed receivers. The offensive line will 
feature veterans Jacques Moreau, Paul Vajda, Paul Maines and Fred Marquette. 
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When McGill and Concordia meet today a lot more than the bragging rights to 
Montreal football supremacy and the Shrine Bowl are on the line. Both squads are in 
a dogfight for a playoff spot in the Ontario-Quebec Interuniversity Football Conference 
and are coming off losses last week. The Redmen lost to the Ottawa Gee - Gees last 
Friday while the Stingers’ hopes for a first place finish suffered a major setback with a 19- 
15 defeat at the hands of the Bishop's Gaiters. 

Head coach Pat Sheahan should have no trouble getting the 2-2 Stingers up for 
today's contest. They dropped an earlier 10-8 decision to McGill at Molson Stadium and 
are still looking for their first Shrine Bowl victory. Coach Sheahan will not have last year's 
league all-star and Quebec Most Valuable Player J.F. Héroux who suffered a dislocated 
shoulder and will be replaced in the starting line-up by Robert Pinazza. Veteran 
quarterback Ron Aboud, the league's top passer, will again direct the diversified 
Concordia attack. To be successful the Stingers must be able to score against the 
Redmen. In their first encounter Concordia scored just 8 points and failed to cash in on 
numerous scoring opportunities. 

The stingy Stingers defense must contain running back Marc Thiffeault and wide 
receiver Steve Baillargeon. They lead the O-QIFC defensively, limiting the opposition 
to just 42 points in 4 games. That figure is even more impressive when one realizes that 
only 28 of those points were scored against the defense. Second-year linebacker 
Gaston Thibodeau continues to lead the team with 36 total tackles.

"In my opinion, the best secondary in the country" is the way Pat Sheahan describes his veteran-laden de- 
fensive secondary. Buoyed by the presence of senior co-captians Stéphane Chapados and Alvaro Martinez the 
Stingers boast a secondary that possesses quickness, aggressiveness, strength and above all, football intelligence.

Ployart had 
an outstanding rookie season as he earned All-Canadian honours and was named football Rookie of the Year.

Aboud picked up Concordia's only major score of the afternoon.
